international slate of mind, but one \\hich has resulted 
in many separate senses of righteousness, each anxious 
to ha\c sufficient might behind its right.

ment of the navies or agreements to limit them.

have tried out the first for some time with discomfort 
and suffering.

The Folly of France 


Imperialism and materialism arc good for no na- 


tion. 
They arc not good for France. 
Yet imperialism 


and materialism run rampant in France today. 
They 


are in the saddle and the dominant element among the 
French people have lost their perspective. 
They arc 


magnifying the things of little importance and they arc 
minimizing the things that count. 


With a debt to America second to that of Groat 


Britain and running in excess ot throe and a half bil- 
lion dollars France ignores her obligation and so insolent 
has she become that her representatives are not even 
courteous in their treatment of a 
solemn obligation. 


Both the French people and their government plainly 
intimate by deed as well as word that they really have 
no intention of ever attempting to pay America what 
they owe her. 


When French statesmen can be induced to di.'.cuss 


the subject they plead poverty. 
They intimate in a 


vague way that they may pay their war debts some day, 
but they are not slow to declare that the day when even 
the first installment of the interest may be paid is far 
away. So thoroly have their leaders instilled this feel- 
ing into the masses of the people that the latter have 
no ..hesitancy in declaring that France has no intention 
of paying any part of principal or interest to America. 


France, to be sure, .suffered grievously in the war. 


Her territory was overrun time and again, her cities hiid 
waste, her fields, orchards and vinejards devastated, 
her factories carried off bodily or wrecked and her man 
power sadly depleted on the field of battle. 
All of 


these things should be and have boon taken into con- 
sideration by official America and tho American people. 
And had France beer sincere in her protestations of 
poverty and intimated that she would gladly pay in 
time when her resources and her vitality had been re- 
stored, there would have been no disposition on this side 
the Atlantic to press our claims. 


Dut it may be truthfully said there is no such dispo- 


sition in America now, or at least only a slight ono and 
that fast vanishing. 
The reason is not hard to divine. 


France has literally sinned away her day ot grace. She 
has arrogantly entered upon a career of imperialism that 
is more appalling and more pretentious than (.erniany 
ever entertained. Only a few days ago a loan was made 
to Poland of 400.000,000 francs solely for war purposes. 
Internally France has spent enough money for militarism 
to have paid her interest to America to date with a sub- 
stantial -urn left o\or to apply on tho pnncr,-al. 


Her army in a time of nominal peace comprises be- 


tween 7 and S hundred thousand men and she has to 
this time refused to ratifj the Washjiurton pact lor par- 
tial naval disarmament 
She 
is intriguing in e\ery 


European capitol and her whole aim i* to partition (lor- 
many and to dominate Kurope by tho sword. 
The min- 


ions in the employ of her i.iilitarv cabal overreach the 
confines of Kurope. In the Near and Far Hast, in Africa. 
South America and Japan her envoys are spreading the 
designs of her imperialists in the most warlike and flag- 
rant manner. 


Her materialism K as unbridled and a^ amazing as 


her imperialism. 
Her liquor intero>n.-., tne most powe'-ful
